Hill, School Librarian 
addressed the Crescent Heights High School P.T.V. on Wednesday l-’st, 
on "The Value of the High School Library, and its Use in Spare 
Periods." The unit system now in vogue in the High Schools allows 
for spare periods and these ar : spent by the students in the study 
room or library. The Crescent Heights High School study room accom¬ 
odates about ninety pupils* all c re allotted special seats and al¬ 
though no definite, instruction is given at this time, there is help¬ 
ful supervision of their studies. By meins of the reference library 
the student is enabled to explore subjects far beyond the confines 
of the class room. Up to d Q te bookd on current topics, books on re¬ 
search - the Hunger Fighters, the Microbe Hunters, are much in demand, 
whilst in the historical reference shelf such books -s Stories of 
the Great Armada and Westward Ho turn history into romance, where 
accounts of almost anything from Russia's Five v tar Flan to the 
League of Nations or Television can be found, neatly filed and re»dy 
to furnish material for debates and essnvs. 

In addition to current conies of such magazines 
as McLeans, World Wide, *nd Canadian Geographic there are shelves 
of "Recreation Reading" of which a goodly number are travel books 
and which are chosen primarily with the endeavor to instil a love of 
good healthful literature, instead of sensational ^nd exciting stories 
into the minds of adolescents. "Education", some famous man has said, 
"is not so much the assimilation of facts as the v;idening of rain's 
capacity for understanding and appreciation," and this has not been 
lost sight of in the assembling of this library. 


Crescent Heights students are indeed fortunate in 
securing the services of a librarian who is, herself, so kfeenly in¬ 
terested in the work. One cannot but re=d between the lines of care 
and patience with which Mrs. Kill h 5 s collected those clippings which 
would best stimulate the interest of the students in world happenings 
thus turning their natural love of excitement into the right channels, 
and of the careful and understanding supervision she h’s given them 
during the time they are in her ch rge.
